Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendment has not been entered because it would raise the new 
issue of the substrate being maintained at a constant temperature of between -50 
degrees Celsius and 300 degrees Celsius (claim 17) in combination with the source 
material being homogenous (new limitation in claim 15). This combination of limitations 
present a new scope that was absent from currently pending claims and therefore would 
require further search and consideration.
